racks Near City

Thfl training campa for boys of
twelve and over conducted thil year at

Bpaaiway Park, Sheepahead Bay, and
laat year at Fort Hamilton, by the Na-
tional School Camp A have
been so successful that the association
plana the ettablishment of similar sum¬
mer mihtary trair.inR camps as a part
of the echool aystem of the
States.

Inatcad of the usua! twa or thrat
months' vacation in the achoola, when
the boyi are turned looao in the atreets,
the officers of the association, amonp
thflfla Harman A. Metz, Senator William
M. Calder, Edwin X. Appleton and Fred-
erick L. I*ong, who orlginated the move-

ment, believa that tha achoola ahould
slmpiy he transferred to barrarka out-

a.de and near the city. Thu life of a

.oldier which the boya would lead in
auch an institution would be a ipll
BUrt toward later trafninp; if univ^raai
service ia to be adopted permanentiy in
this country.
The two camps conducted by the as¬

the first month. The camp conducted
by the state at Peekskill this year oroi
also larger, but lasted only one month,
and was only for boys selected from
high schools.

More than
half the work of the Diatrict Attorney'.
